GSR 83(E). —Whereas the draft of certain rules Anther to amend the Motor Vehicles (All India Permit for Tourist 
‘Transport Operators) Rules, 1993, was published as required by the sub-section (i) of section 212 on the Motor Vehicles Act, 
1988 (59 of 1988) in the Gazette of India, Extra-ordinary, Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (i) dated 10th November, 1997, with 
the notification of Government of India in the Ministry of Surface Transport (Transport Wing) number G. S.R. 643(E), dated the 
10th November, 1997, inviting objections or suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby within, a period of 45 
days from the date on which copies of the Official Gazette containing Such notification are made available to the public; 

And whereas copies of the said Gazette were made available to the public on 12th November, 1997; 

And whereas no objection or suggestion is received from any person; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (14) read with sub-section (9) of section 88 of the 
said Act, the Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Motor Vehicles (All India Permit for 
Tourist Transport Operators) Rules, 1993, namely 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Motor Vehicles (All India Permit for Tourist Transport Operators) Amendment 
Rules, 1998. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the fourth schedule to the Motor Vehicles (All India Permit for Tourist Transport Operators) Rules, 1993, for the 
eligibility condition for issue of a certificate of recognition as approved Tour Operator number 6 and the entries relating thereto, 
the following shall be substituted, namely 

“6. The decision of the Department of Tourism, Government of India, in the matter of recognition shall be 
final. The Government of India may in its discretion refuse to recognise any Tour Operator or withdraw or 
withhold at any time recognition granted to any Tour Operator, but before applying such discretion, it shall be 
lawful for the Government of India to issue show cause notice to the aggrieved Tour Operator and to consider 
his reply on merit and to communicate him the decision taken on such consideration”.
